Crookkton. M iun., April 4.—Colonel 
Adam F, Naff, whom Thursday’s re­ 
ports said had gone through the ice on 
the Rainy river and been drowned with 
his entire party, has returned from the 
trip safe and sound. 
The report that they were drowned 
was started by settlers and Indians on 
the northern boundary and originated 
in the fact that the party did meet 
with a mishap on the river and all 
went through the ioe. 
Colonel Naff 
and the United States deputy marshal 
escaped and succeeded in getting horses 
and returning to civilization, but the 
rest of the outfit were drowned, being 
swept under the ice. 
Colonel Naff was 
descending the 
Rainy river w ith a 
thoroughly 
equipped 
outfit of 
t\to 
sleighs, after 
his 
inspection of the 
timber country, looking for Canadian 
pine pirates. 
He had aome apprehen­ 
sion of danger from the lateness of the 
season on the consequent breaking up of 
the ice on the numerous water bodies 
that would have to be crossed and was 
therefore very careful. 
The trip in­ 
volved a hard 450-mile drive. 
The pine thieve- whom Colonel Naff 
went to look after had established camps 
on the American side and floated rhe 
logs down the border to mills at Rat 
Portage. Many attempts have been made 
by the laud office to effect the capture 
of fho guilty parties. 
Three special 
agents and assistants made a thorough 
and persistent effort to find the men sev­ 
eral years ago and individual agents 
have had general instructions looking to 
this end all along. 
This was the case 
with Colonel Naff, who was order* d last 
summer by Commissioner Lamonr* uux 
to investigate the matter w hen feasible. 
The thieves had been quiet after tin- 
preceding investigations until this w in­ 
ter, when they realized their last oppor­ 
tunity had come because of the early 
opening of Red Lake lauds and were 
claimed to have started their did camps.

Jtoentg;en Raya and Infarnal Mactitaca. 
Professor Brouardel of tho Municipal 
laboratory at Paris has, together with 
M. Girard and M. Bordas, been experi­ 
menting with the Roentgen rays, with 
a view to ascertaining the contents o f 
infernal machines, and considerable suc­ 
cess has resulted. 
During the last sit­ 
ting of the Academie des Sciences Dr. 
Brouardel gave an account of his exper­ 
iment. 
The explosive machine exposed to the 
eathodlc rays were in the form of mis» 
sals, exactly similar to those forwarded 
some time back to two prominent depu­ 
ties. 
The mechanism was adjusted so 
nicely that immediately the boxes were 
opened the explosion occurred, scatter­ 
ing death and mutilation. 
One of the 
objects photographed was inclosed in a 
Einc case, the other was inside a wood­ 
en box. 
In the first instance the result 
showed an indistinguishable black mass 
iu the metallic case. 
The outcome of 
the second photograph was considerably 
more distinct, for the contents of the 
bomb were clearly manifested—nails, 
screws, a revolver cartridge and even 
the grains of powder showing plainly. 
This latest addition to the powers of 
the new photography has been reoog- 
nized as a success by those to whom the 
results of the experiment were shown. 
Many of the extraordinary precautions 
required formerly when dealing with 
a bomb will now be to a certain extent 
done away with and the contents of the 
infernal machine ascertained without 
risk.—London Telegraph.
